academy of sciences

extending the sessious of the legisla- 
tion, exempting shipping from tax- 
ation, and providing for amending 
the codes have been 
defeated. 
The 


seawall 
act, 
the district appellate 


courts, and exempting $100 of per- 
sonal property from taxation have 
been adopted. 
The result is a curi- 


ous compound of inconsistency, tend- 
ing to shake one's faith in the initi- 
ative and referendum, 
advocated 
by 


many as an antidote 
for all public 


wrongs. 
Here 
were several pro- 


posed laws submitted to the people 
for approval or disapproval. 
It is 


safe to say that not more than one 
in every four persons voted on these 
amendments. 
The most objection- 


able and un-Aniericaa of the whole 
lot, namely the exemption of $100 
worth of personal 
property,- 
was 


adopted 
by perhaps 
the 
largest 


majority outside of the San Fran- 
cisco 
seawall 
act, 
against 
which 


there was scarcely 
any opposition. 


Some years back we opened the door 
by exempting church property from 
taxation. 
Next the Stanford 
uni- 


versity 
was 
withdrawn 
from the 


assessment 
roll. This year a kin- 


dred educational 
institution, the 


academy 
of sciences, 
the gift of 


James Lick,is voted down, also the 
exemption of shipping, but at the 
same time personal property of the 
value 
of 
$100 
is 
wiped from the 


assessment 
rolls 
throughout 
the 


state. 
The truth is, when the policy 


of exempting any property—other 
than strictly public property—from 
assessment 
is once- entered upon, 


there is no logicul stopping 
place." 


The spirit that strikes church prop- 
erty, or shipping or aoy other kind 
of. tangible value, from 
taxation, 


would, pressed to its fair and legiti- 
mate conclusion, abolish 
the entire 


system 
of taxation 
of property. 


There is no 
reason 
why the man 
having only $100 worth of property 
should not contribute his mite for 
the support of the government 
as 


wellas the millionaire. 
The one en- 


joys the protection of the govern- 
ment the same as 
the other. It is 


no argument 
to say 
that one 
who 


has onlyone hundred dollars of per- 
sonal effects, escapes 
taxation any 


way. 
The assessor, 
as a rule, does 


not listsuch small holders. 
Whether 


that be so or not, itis a very differ- 
ent .proposition 
from placing 
the 


doctrine 
of exemption in the con- 


stitution. 
The Ledger in speaking 


of the proposed amendments 
before 


the election, declared 
the $100 ex- 
emption proposition 
as 
the most 


vicious and demagogic of the lot, at 
the 
same 
time predicting that it 


would probably be carried, 
because 
it was framed to catch 
the vote of 


the masses, regardless ofits abstract 
merits.

to office. 


The traffic inplaces, as the reward 
ofpolitical services 
rather 
than of 


merit, and 
fitness for the offices 


sought, 
will not be tolerated. ;In 


other 
words, 
the president 
maps 


out a bold path of freedom in the 
distribution of patronage. 
It does 


not follow from this that he 
will be 


unmindful of the claims of his politi- 
cal friends, and appoint tooffice men 
from the ranks of those who opposed 
his election rather 
than those 
who 


by their votes and influence assisted 
in the overwhelming victory. 
Such 


a course 
would be ungrateful, 
and 


tend to weaken the republican party. 
It would cause 
greater 
dissatisfac- 


tion than the system of distribution 
ofpatronage at the behests 
of the 


professional 
politicians. 
But the 
president proposes to pursue a con- 
servative course, judging each 
case 


on its merits, after careful inquiry,

But 
what did either the republican or 
democratic convention 
have to say 


on these 
matters 
so vital to the 


interests of the county? 
The repub- 


lican body was absolutely 
silent on 


local 
matters, 
creating 
the 
im- 


pression that from the 
standpoint 


of the platform makers either 
there 


was nothing to correct, 
or if there 


were grievances the party was not 
going to promise anything in the 
way of redress. 
So a string of 


platitudes, 
extolling every, 
office- 


holder of the party, was made to do 
service as a platform, and 
the con- 


vention let it go at that. 
Turning 


to the democratic gathering we find 
the same disregard of local affairs.

pendent candidate. 
The supportac- 


corded him is a protest against 
the 


failure 
to 
accomplish 
anything 


through the agency of party organi- 
zation. 
And party manipulators 


willdo well to give due 
weight to 


this warning note. 
The republican 


party is triumphant in the nation 
to-day because itrepresents 
a well- 


defined and settled policy—a policy 
that has brought prosperity toevery 
industry. 
But as a local organiza- 


tionitcannot claim the support 
of 


the voters merely on the achieve- 
ments of the national party. Ithas 
a duty to perform in its limited 
sphere of operations at home, namely 
to devise measures 
to relieve, not to 


oppress the people. 
This is the plain 


path for any organization aspiring 
for governmental control. 
The obli- 


gation is so obvious that it cannot 
bs systematically ignored without a 
reaction. 
When a 
party 
acts, 


either nationally or locally, under 
the idea that there is nothing more 
inissue than the mere capture 
of a 


few offices of emolument, 
the con- 


fidence of the people inits ability to 
govern is impaired, and with loss of 
confidence the party followers melt 
away. 
That is the condition of the 


democratic party of the nation 
to- 


day. 
They have nothing to offer 


the people—nothing that holds out 
any hope of improvement upon ex- 
isting conditions, but rather the re- 
verse. 
Itis a bankrupt party. The 


republicans 
of Amador 
must 
keep 


pace with the traditions of progress 
and prosperity due to the formula- 
tion of wise and beneficent laws. It 
must try to emulate in local affairs 
the wise management 
which

done so much for the nation as a 
whole.
